rather than 
along economic lines. 
Chaney decried the m erchandis­ 
ing methods which allows the sales 
of articles at less th an cost which 
he declared deprived persons en­ 
gaged in selling these articles of 
making a living. A druggist re­ 
cently placed 57 articles 
which 
have been selling a t less than cost 
at a nominal price, and as a result 
he made a profit of $150 on these 
articles enabling him to make a 
fair living, he said. In the drug

covery act, it is to be illegal to 
sell lenders it less th an cost, the 
speaker said. 
“We are facing a paradoxical sit­ 
uation.”

Chaney, 
“a

slow to change which in the last

radical changes than any other n a ­ 
tion in the world in a similar peri­ 
od 
of time. 
We cannot 
expect 
complete success or complete fail­ 
ure from present plans. Sour will 
come with the sweet. 
“The attitude of the American 
people is toward co-operation and 
this spirit Is evidenced in the m id­ 
dle-west to a far greater extent 
than it is In the west. Tho mid­ 
dle western person Is more ready 
for the social change than those 
here. The west is still more in­ 
dividualistic. 
The spirit of the middle west is 
spreading westward and this will 
open the credit lanes which have 
been opened In the form er section.
